for U. i by Shipping Board 


Now on the High Seas 


159 Vessels of 1,108,621 Tons Com- 


pleted Up to May 1 1 ^-Since Jan, 1, 
More Than Half the Total Tonnage 
Has Been Completed 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—The first 


million ions of ships completed and 
delivered to the United States gov- 
ernment under the direction 
of-the 


shipping board, have been put on the 
ligh seas to help defeat Germany. A 
total of 159 vessels of 1,108,621 tons 
was completed up to May 11, accord- 
ng to statistics compiled by experts 
of the shipping board. Since Jan. 1. 
nore than half of the total tonnage. 
67,896 has been delivered, and 
the 


monthly totals have shown a steady 
ncrease. 


Most of the ships delivered were 


requisitioned on the ways or in con- 
tract form, when the United States 
entered the war. Virtually all are of 
steel construction. None of the ships 
of the great wood program has been 
delivered,

boilers and other machinery.

INTERESTING LETTERS FROM LOWELL 


SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


Sapper J. F. Regan, a former Lowell 


man and brother of Peter J. Regan 
of 05 Pleasant street, well known as 
a basketball 
player in the days of 


the old Burke team and also as a pro- 
fessional baseball player under Fred 
Lake, has been in the present war 
since it started, took part in the first 
battle in -which British soldiers par- 
ticipated, has been "among those pres- 
ent" in every important battle since 
then and has been wounded innumer- 
able times. 
Yet his courage is un- 


daunted and he will soon be back in 
the trenches with the First Canadian 
Divisional signal corps. 


He was granted a furlough on Mar. 


25, but owing to the need of men his 
vacation period has been cut short and 
lie has been ordered to report for duty 
on June 4. 1918. He has written sev- 
eral interesting letters to his brother 
in Lowell and in one dated Jan. 26. he 
gives a very complete summary of his 
adventures up to that time and this 
letter is. reproduced in part 
below. 


Since that time it has been learned ] 
that he has been ordered from the Can- 
adian Convalescent hospital at Bear- 
wood park, Wokingrham, Eng.. to report 
for active duty. He has also said that the 
fighting- in Belgium in the early days 
of the war was especially hard. He. 
was wounded at Festerburt in May, 
1915, and received his share of pois- 
onous gas at the second battle of 
Ypres in April, 1P15. 'He says that 
he has often crawled into shell-holes 
for protection while battles were rag- 
Ing. 
The Lowell man was formerly 


a member of Co. M of the old Ninth 
under the late Capt. Philip McNnlty 
and in the letter to his brother he 
tells about his pleasure in learning 
that his old unit had gone into ac- 
tion. The letter follows: 


Bearwood Park, Woklngham, Eng. 
„ 
Jan. 26, 191S. 
Dear Brother: 
Your welcome let- 
ter of Dec. 21 was 
received 
today. 


Well, Pete, I had written to you in 
1914 when I \vas on my way to Bel- 
gium. I went at the outbreak of the 
war and was 33 months in Belgium 
and France and \vas Kent to the hos- 
pital at the battle of Ypres after being 
badly gassed. 
That 
was 
when the 
Germans used their gas first. . I was 
back in the trenches again for the 
battle of 
Festerburt • where I got 


wounded in the right leg. 
I did not 
go away, but stayed with the rest 
of the Irish boys. 


I have been in the Sommc battle 
and Vimy Ridge and, believe me, the 
Huns had their hands full with the 
Canadians. 
On Oct. 10 I was' taken 
very ill with trench fever and was 
sent to England. I have been in the 
hospital ever since and I will prob- 
ably return to France again. 
The Germans are a bad lot. 
When 
I first got to Belgium it was a sad 
place. 
The Germans had done every- 
thing they could possibly think of 
Women and babies had been killed;

rifle on 


his shoulder becomes a

again be reckoned with. 


The American troops, as they await- 


ed the word to go into action, along- 
side their French and British allies, 
put in their time practicing field ma- 
neuvers that 
haven't 
been 
seen in 


these parts since the war began and 
all armies dug themselves into trench- 
es.Whereas many a German 
division 


fought during the first days 
of 
the 


battle with every man ..loaded 
down 


with his entire pack on his back, the 
Americans literally stripped 
to 
the 


waist for the fray. 


Hundreds of tons of personal 
bag- 


gage were left behind. One blanket, a 
rain coat, a canteen of water, emer- 
gency rations, gun and ammunition— 
that is practically all 
the American 


soldier carried with him, except for a 
small trench tool, to be used in case 
of necessity. 


"Use your rifles and 
take 
careful 


aim," I heard a colonel instructing his 
men. "Forget about the hand grenade 
in this open 
warfare, 
because 
one 


good rifle and a belt of ammunition is 
worth more than all the grenades you 
can carry. 
"Pon't be like the Germans I heard 


about the other day who began throw- 
in? their rifles at the 
French 
when 


their grenades gave out."

Rifle shooting: had become a lost art 


in the European war zones up to the 
time of the German 
offensive.

now, behind the 
allies' 
lines 
rifle 


practice goes on every hour

day, and the chances are

Train Wrecked Near Albany- 


Car Filled With Passengers

ALBANA, 'N. Y. May 14—Four mon

First Million Tons of Ships Built 


for U. S. by Shipping Board 


Now on the Nigh Seas 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—The first 


million tons of ships completed and 
delivered to the United States gov- 
ernment under the direction of the 
shipping board, have been put on the 
high seas to help defeat Germany. A 
total of 159 vessels of 1.108.621 tons 
was completed up to May 11. accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by experts 
of the shipping board. Since Jan. 1, 
more than half of the total tonnage, 
667,896 has been delivered, and 
the 


monthly totals have shown a steady 
increase. 


Most of the ships delivered 
were 


requisitioned on the ways or in con- 
tract form, when the United States 
entered the war.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—In co-oper- 


ation with the army general staff, the 
naturalization bureau of the depart- 
ment of labor set in motion yesterday 
carefully prepared plans to secure the 
speedy enforcement of the act. ap- 
proved by President Wilson Saturday 
night, whloh almost immediately will 
tfonfer American citizenship upon 123,- 
£77 aliens now in the national army, in 
addition to many thousands in civil life. 


Through neglect or ignorance of ths 
terms of the olo 
naturalization 
law- 


many aliens now classed as 
enemies 


failed to complete applications before 
the United States courts closed 
the 


'doors 10 further proceedings under that 
law. Now those who meet the tests of 
the government will be permitted to ac- 
quire their citizenship papers. 
Provost General Crowder's 
figures 


show that in the first draft 
467.703 


aliens were called and of these 76,545 
•were certified for service. There were 
180,461 persons among- the total called 
who had declared their intention to be- 
come American citizens and 46,732 of 
.these were certified for service.

Civilians eligible for citizenship un- 


dar the terms of the new act are ex- 
pected to make application to the clerka 
of courts to complete their 
papers. 


Such applications will be certified to 
the bureau of naturalization, which is 
allowed 90 days to examine each case 
before the courts act. 


Although the task is the biggest nat- 


uralization officials have ever attempt- 
ed, they hope to complete their work so 
far as the army is concerned within two 
or three weeks.

Yet his courage is un- 


daunted and he will soon be back in 
the trenches with the First Canadian 
Divisional Signal corps. 


He was granted a furlough on Mar. 


25, but owing to the need of men his 
vacalion period has been cut short and 
he has been ordered to report for duty 
on June 4. 101S. He has written sev- 
eral interesting letters to his brother 
in Lowell and in one dated Jan. 26. he 
gives a very complete summary of his 
adventures up to that time and this 
letter is reproducer! in part 
below. 


Since that time if: has been learned 
that he has heen ordered from the Can- 
adian Convalescent hospital at Bear- 
wood park. Wokintrham. Eng-.. to report 
for active duty. He has also said that the 
fighting in Belgium in the early clays 
of the war was especially hard. 
He 


was wounded at Festerburt in May.

he has often crnwlcd into shell-holes 
for protection while battles were rag- 
•ing.

It is really astonishing to find what 


the government is .doing to promote 
the welfare ot the soldiers under the 
direction of the Commission on War 
Camp Activities. 


The war and navy departments are 


enthusiastic in this work 
and 
Well 


trained men are going into the various 
communities to assist in 
promoting 


and directing the work which is re- 
ffarded as a military and social neces- 
sity. While the boys are to camp and 
privileged to go outside occasionally,

The semblance of liberty is wiped 


out under the German terms forced 
upon this gallant little state. Much 
has been said of the atrocities and 
barbarities practised on Belgium, but 
Germany at no time has had any 
strong reason for believing that she 
could hold Belgium after 
the war. 


Therefore, she has 
plundered, 
en- 


slaved, outraged the Belgian people 
with the hope of almost exterminat- 
ing them so that Germans could take 
their places and remain eventually 
to help carry out German policies even 
after the war. 


The slavery imposed upon Rumania, 


however, has 
every appearance of 


being planned as permanent. Germany 
evidently believing that after the war 
she will still hold Rumania and even 
Russia. 
Therefore, Rumania 
is 
not 


only to pay a crushing tribute to Ger- 
many, hut is to take back and com- 
pensate all traitors who stood by the 
enemy; 
she must compensate Ger- 


many for any damage or alleged dam- 
age suffered by Germans on Rumanian 
soil and also pay all neutral claims 
for dgmages; she must also accept 
German churches and schools 'nnd as 
security for the payment of cln.ims 
Germany will hold ;hc Rumanian de- 
posits now in the German Reichsbank, 
as security for payment of the enslav- 
ing tribute levied upon the govern- 
ment. 


Queen Marie of Rumania holds the 


Rumanian pca.ce as intolerable. She 
will not accept its 
terms. Neither, 


she says, will her children. She pre- 
fers death to slavery, as any decent 
woman should.

MILL FOR CONVICTS 


The bill now before congress pro 


riding for the equipment of a cotlon 
factory in the United States Peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta, Georgia, 
for 
the 


manufacture of fabrics, chiefly duck 
suitable for tents and canvas for mall 
sacks, by the prisoners has been wise- 
ly, it seems to us, opposed by Hon. 
John Jacob Rogers. 


The plan is to employ the prisoners 


as operatives and have each do about 
ball" as much as the average mill op- 
rative and pay thorn for their work. 
It would be well, as Mr. Rogers sug- 


gests, to have the prisoners do certain 
lines of work in which they would not 
come in conflict with free labor. They 
might be employed on highways or on 
raising crops for their own support; 
but there are so many mills that it is 
not necessary for the government to 
go into the business of manufacturing 
duck or any other species of cotton 
fabric. 


Mr. Rogers put this aspect of the 


matter in its true light when he said: 


I can assure the house confidently 


and with all emphasis that the exist- 
ing duck-making mills of the United 
States can supply all the duck that 
this country will want today or will 
want in the near future. There is no 
question about the ability of the duck- 
making concerns of this country to 
supply the war needs or the peace 
needs of the country, and we must not 
vote for this bill under the appi'ehen- 
sion that it is needed as a war meas- 
ure 
That is a subterfuge. It has no 


relation to the true facts. 
This bill 


s a threat directed against every free 
worker in the United States. It should 
be defeated." 


If the government wants to utilize 


the labor of the convicts, it surely 
can do so without going to the ex- 
pense of erecting a cotton 
mill 
and 


without doing anything to arouse the 
opposition of free labor.

•ear with your main effort in order to 
lelp win the war, v/arns today's bu!- 
etin from the National War Garden 
commission of Washington. 


Last year we needed the backbone 


fighting- crops, but this year we need 
them more than ever, so make^ your 
garden a real liberty staple crop gar- 
den. 
There are seven main crops, 


which are emphasized here, namely: 
potatoes, 
lima 
beans, 
snap -beans, 


sweet corn, tomatoes, 
cabbage 
and 


onion. 
Plant generously of these and 


give them good care. 
Do not, 
of 


course, neglect to plant some of the 
old favorites for variety sake, such as 
ettuce, radishes, 
beets, 
carrots and 


turnips. 
If necessary, have these be- 


tween the rows of the other crops be- 
cause they mature quickly 
and 
are 


taken out before the main, crops need 
the 
space. 
Later in the season as 
the main crops mature a second crop 
of 
the 
less 
important should 
be 


planted for immediate table use and 
for canning or drying. 


Not 
only 
do 
these 
home grown 


crops 
help 
solve 
the 
problem of 


freight congestion, but there is a lot 
of satisfaction in having a winter gar- 
den in cans on the pantry shelf ready 
for home consumption. We must not 
only feed ourselves, but also our allies, 
so let every gardener get busy on the 
staple crops and do his utmost to hslp 
win a world victory.

LONDON, May 14.—American naval 


aid has been of the greatest help to 
the British fleet, says Archibald Hnrd, 
the naval expert, writing in the Daily 
Telegraph on the new situation in the 
North 
sea resulting 
from the 
Zoe- 


brugge and Ostend raids, the exten- 
sion of British mine fields and 
the 


generally increasing 
naval pressure 


against Germany. 


"When the war is over," he says, 


"ihe nation will form some conception 
of the extent of the debt which we 
owe the American navy for the man- 
ner in which it has co-operated, not 
only in connection with the 
convoy 


system, but 
in fighting the subma- 


rines. 


"If the naval position is improving 


today, as it is, it is due to the fact 
that the British and American fleets 


are working in closest accord, sup 
ported by an immense body of skilled 
workers on both sides of the Atlantic 
who are turning out destroyers and 
other craft for' dealing with the sub 
marines as well as mines and bombs. 


"The Germans can 
have a battle 


whenever they want it. The strength 
of the grand fleet has been well main- 
tained. Some of the finest battleships 
of the United mates navy are now as- 
sociated with it. 
They are not only 


'splendid fighting- ships, hut they are 
well officered and manned. 


"If Admiral Beatty were asked his 


opinion, there is no doubt of what he 
would say of the

which the United States has given in 
this re'spect. 
The ..conditions under 


which 'the Germans would engage us, 
therefore, are less favorable than two 
years ago."

Caillaux was brought into court from 
his prison cell today to testify In the 
treason trials growing out of the Bon- 
net Rouge affair. He was called at 
the request of counsel for M. .Landau, 
one of the accused, who was a repor- 
ter for the Bonnet Rouge. 


M. Caillaux entered 
the 
room 
in 


which the court-martial is sitting at 
9 o'clock. The room 
was 
crowded. 


The former premier apparently was 
in splendid health. 
His life in prison 


seemed to have agreed with him, as 
he looked better than at the time of 
his last appearance when Bolo Pasha, 
was on trial. 


Before M. Caillaux began his testi- 


mony, Col. Voyer, the presiding offi- 
cer, admonished him to confine his re- 
marks within the proper limits. 


"The only point at issue," said Col. 


Voyer, "is whether the witness men- 
tioned the name of Marx von Man- 
heim 
(a 
(jerman 
banker 
through 


whom funds were supplied 
for 
the 


Bonnet Rouge propaganda) to M. Lan- 
dau in September, 1916. Plea.se keep 
to that point." 


M. 
Caillaux 
denied 
emphatically 
that he had mentioned Marx in 1916. 
He said he had never heard of the 
man until July. 1917, and then 
only 


when the Bonnet Rouge case was dis- 
cussed in the chamber of deputies. It 
was brought out that the name and 
address of Marx were found on a slip 
of paper among the documents be- 
longing to M. Callaux which were dis- 
covered at Florence. The former pre- 
mier explained this by saying the pa- 
per was handed to him by a Swiss 
merchant, who was introduced to him 
under the pretext that he was to 
speak about the exchange of

M. Caillaux insisted 
on 
speaking 


further, however, saying: "I have nev- 
er given one franc to the Bonnet Rouge 
since the war began. It. is true that 
I subscribed 40,000 francs before the 
war. but this fund was exhausted at 
the beginning of hostilities. 
At .the 


time I was engaged in defending my 
honor against a bitter 
press cam- 


paign. The Bonnet Rouge defended me 
and therefore I helped it. 
"I have defended my honor in the 


past and will do so in the future, with 
all possible means at my command." 


M. Caillaux's voice rose to a high 


pitoh and he exhibited emotion as he 
made this declaration. 
A ripple of ap- 


plause broke out. 
It was suppressed 


quickly. 
"It is my contention," said he, that

about a favorable peace, no matter 
when it comes." 


M. Caillaux's testimony seemed to

i n i 8 , would sny that niilrl chapter fi.HJ 
In nn net requiring clllon and towns 
to restore trust funds whorever such 


trust funds, have been expended for 
general purposes, the restoration to be 
accomplished either by provision in the 
tax levy of. 1914 or by the issue of 
bonds payable at periods not exceeding 
15 years. 
Sometime ago it was at- 
tempted to float an issue of bonds to 
restore these funds. 
Storey. Thorn- 
dike, Balmer and 
Dodge of Boston, 
counsel for the First National bank of 
Boston, gave a written opinion that 
these funds were not trust funds as 
contemplated by said chapter. There- 
fore, the city could not lawfully issue 
bonds for the restoration of the same. 
The Carney medal fund is undoubt- 
edly a trust, and I believe it to be 
such as is contemplated by said chap- 
ter, but the amount of said trust be- 
ing $200 is too small to issue bonds 
for its restoration, and should be tak- 
en care of in the next tax levy and 
deposited In some institution, or in- 
vested and, the income forever applied 
to the objects and for the purposes set 
forth by the donor. 
The Nesmith fund consists first of 
a bequest of S25.000 to the city of Low- 
ell, said city to pay in perpetuity $1500 
a year to his trustees or to the Min- 
istry-at-Large to be by them or it 
expended in certain worthy charities. 
Second. 
A bequest of $1000 to the 
"pasttors and deacons of the High St. 
church in Lowell, or their successors 
in office to be invested and thetiiiterest 
thereof to be by them annually applied 
in sustaining the Sunday school in 
said church and its library," with the 
request that it be loaned to the city 
of Lowell on the terms proposed un- 
der the first item of his will, intend- 
ing that the city should ever after 
pay to the pastor and deacons, or their 
successors in office, 6 per cent, per an- 
num on said one 
thousand, 
dollars. 
These bequests or loans were accepted 
by the board of aldermen by votes 
dated Dec. 13, 1870. 


The city received these sums totalling 


twenty-six thousand dollars 
and has 


paid to. the benticiaries since that time 
an amount of money equalling 6 pel- 
cent per annum, although the funds 
themselves have long since been ex- 
pended for general purposes. 


The Nesmith funds are in nowise such 


trust funds as are contemplated by said 
chapter 634, and are not such funds as 
the city could legally be constituted or 
charged as a trustee of. At the time 
that.their acceptance was attempted by 
the board of aldermen, the city had no 
power to accept the same and constitute 
itself trustee, and the annual amounts 
since paid by the city have been ah un- 
lawful application of money raised by 
taxation. 


In conclusion. I would suggest that 


the Carney medal fund, be restored in 
the next tax levy: and while the bene- 
ficiaries designated 
in 
the will of 


Thomas Nesmith are undoubtedly wor- 
thy objects, it appears that there is no 
fund now existing, and no moneys in 
possession 
of the 
city to pay 
the 


amounts .heretofore annually paid to 
the beneficiaries without an unlawful 
application of money raised by taxation 
and, therefore, I would suggest that no 
further money be paid from the treas- 
ury of the city of Lowell to the bene- 
ficiaries under these funds.
